Britain Denies 


“Bribe” Intent 


Talk Of Loan To Hitler 
In No Way Involves 
Appeasement, Says Premier 


LONDON, ‘(lP) — Prime Minister 
Neville Chamberlain struck back to- 
day at suggestions that Great Bri- 
tain was attempting to revive a Eu- 
ropean appeasement program by a 
loan to Adolf Hitler. 

Asked if the government would 
give assurances to the house of com- 
mons that there was no intention of 
beginning “discussions which might 
look like bribery of Hitler in or- 
der to buy peace,” the Prime Min- 
ister replied firmly: 

“Yes, sir.” 

Chamberlain’s declaration was 
made after he had read a statement 
regarding the conversation of R. S. 
secretary for overseas 
trade, and Dr. Helmuth Wohlthat, 
Nazi economic expert, in which was 
the question of ‘financial 
Steps” that might be necessary to 
restore international confidence and 


| stablize peace. 


In giving his personal viewpoint, 
Hudson replied that if confidence 
would be restored “there should be 
scope for cooperation in thie mat- 
ter on the part of the principal 
countries concerned, "according to 
the Prime Minister’s statement. 

That discussion, Chamberlain de- 
clared in a statement also read to 
the House of Lords by Foreign Sec- 
retary Viscount Halifax, was in no 
sense unusual and it in no way 
constituted a proposal by Britain for 
any kind of a loan to Germany. 
Chamberlain stood strongly by Hud- 
son in the face of widespread crit- 
icism which was reported to have 
prompted the secretary to offer his 
resignation.

| party of 26 college students and 
teachers Saturday. The bodies of 
two students had been recovered; 
| two women and two men students 
' were missing and believed dead. 


The 20 survivors, who had set out 
| from here on the Western Wash- 
| ington College of Education’s annu- 
al mountain climb, had returned to 
the campus, at Bellingham, leaving 
| several score of searchers to con-

Law Protects 
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Unauthorized Use Now 
Punsihable Under 
Federal Statutes 


BERKELEY — Unauthorized use 
of the 4-H Club emblem, worn by 
the farm boys and girls who are 
members of that organization, is 
now an offense under the law, the 
California clubs have been advis- 
ed by W. G. Waterhouse and Frank 
M. Spurrier, state club leader and 
members of the staff of the Agri- 
cultural Extension Service of the 
University of California. 

The law penalizing misuse of the 
emblem was passed by the present 
Congress and signed by the Presi- 
dent. It is believed that the legisla- 
tion will be of assistance in dis- 
couraging those who wish to com- 
mercialize the 4-H Club activity 
by using the name or emblem on 
manufactured articles or in other 
ways that have no connection with 
club work. 


The emblem is in the shape of a 
green four-leaf clover with stem and 
a white or gold H in each leaf. The 
four H’s represent head, heart, 
hands and health. 


About 40 per cent of the rural 
youth of America spend at least 
one or two years in 4-H Club work, 
which is sponsored by the agricul- 
“tural extension services of the land 
grant colleges and the United States 
Department of Agriculture, with 
the help of voluntary leaders. At 
present there are 74,000 clubs with 
more than a quarter-million mem- 
bers. The membership in California 
is in excess of 11,000. 

More than ‘7,000,000 boys and girls 
have worn the club emblem and re- 
ceived the benefits of club work.

NEGROES SING BLUES FOR “JOHN HENRY,” THE 
PAUL BUNYAN OF THE SOUTH, TO WHOM | 
WONDROUS DEEDS ARE ATTRIBUTED

MEMPHIS. Tenn., ‘t? — John 
Henry—a steamboatin’ man from a 
steamboatin’ clan—has vanished 
and his people are singing the blues. 

He wandered off to New York 
several years ago. It took him four 
generations to migrate from the 
sreen pastures of his youth to the 
Catacombs of Manhattan. 

John Henry—he was born with a 
cotton hook in his hand—is the 
Paul Bunyan of Negroes. His race 
had no Thor or Hercules or Atlas, 
so it created John, lest his people 
have no voice in Valhalla. 

Students of the Strange story of 
John Henry agree he came into be- 

} ing on the levee lands of the gum- 
bo dominion. His exploits were told 
only in ballads. 

He weighed 44 pounds when he 
Was born and his voice boomed like 
surf on Barataria. Over the land he 
roamed. He understood hound and 
mule talk and when he Sang the 
Whippoorwills ceased heir wails and 
the rains ceased. 

Little Negro boys taught the bal- 
lads to little white boys in swaps 
for Barlow knives, fishhooks and 
wart cures. 

It mattered not the exploit, John 
Henry was there in the weird songs 
on the ventures. Casey Jones was 
was the man who pulled the throttle | 
of the Cannon Ball Express, but 
John Henry was the Fireman. John 
Henry sat on the safety valve of the 
Robert E. Lee when it washed the 
Nachez in its wake. The white folks 
planned the bridges, John Henry 
drove in the spikes. The whites 
owned the cotton, but John Henry 
planted it and bellowed as he did: 

“Oh, de moon comes up and de 
moon goes down, and me and my 
mule goes ‘round and ‘round—'cause 
my name is Jawn Henry; hey-hey! 

John Henry was a “conjure” man 
and a boss voodaa. He could make 
the sick well and cast a Spell over 
the healthy. His powers were unlim- 
ited. His race fell at his feet and 
worshipped. On the mighty Missis- 
sippi and in the cotton fields they 
shouted his name, for John Henry 
was their god. 

Until the turn of the century, 
John Henry was as much a part of 
the deep south as the mules and the 
mud and mortgages. And then, John
